STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
YAMASHITA et aL, one of the prior art of record, fails to teach at least one of said 
species of copolymer with different acid values having an oxyalkylene group containing 
3 or more carbon atoms, wherein a content of the polycarboxylic acid copolymer having 
a polyalkylene glycol side chain containing an oxyalkylene group having 3 or more 
carbon atoms is 70% by weight or larger. YAMASHITA et aL teaches the copolymer C- 
8 (which satisfies the polycarboxylic acid copolymer having a polyalkylene glycol side 
chain containing an oxyalkylene group containing 3 or more carbon atoms) obtained In 
Examples 28, 32, 36, and 40 in which copolymers C-8 are used and the proportions of 
the copolymers C-8 to the entire copolymer are 48.3%, 47.1%, 48.5%, and 34.5% which 
does not satisfy 70% as required by the instant claims therefore YAMASHITA et al. fails 
to disclose or render obvious the Instant invention.
